Holtz Bay, Attu.— The invaders 
from Tokio weren’t just dropping 
in for a summer vacation when 
they 
occupied 
Attu 
last 
June. 
They 
were prepared for a nice, 
long stay on Uncle Sam s soil. 
U. S. troops put an end to that 
idea when the joint Army-Navy 
attack 
landed 
troops on the Is­ 
land. Seven days later they occu­ 
pied this strategic area with its 
two bays and airport possibilities. 
But 
the 
Japanese 
had come 
with every intention of staying. 
They brought an almost unbeliev­ 
able amount of ammunition, and 
Hie stay was to be made as pleas­ 
ant as possible with huge quanti­ 
ties of food. 
Along the mile-long beach front 
of 
the 
west arm of Holtz Bay, 
first 
objective seized by Ameri­ 
cans, 
the 
Japanese had dug in 
well and deep. All of their living 
quarters were underground. 
LIVED IN TUNNELS 
Only three tents in the entire 
area stood above the earth, and 
these were camouflaged with en­ 
twined 
tundra grass. 
Scores of 
dwellings, ammunition and fond 
I dump*, bomb shelters aud work­ 
ing quarters were dug straight in­ 
to sheer hillsides. 
An 
intricate system of inter­ 
communicating trenches served a 
third of their camp area, reached 
all their anti-aircraft guns niount- 
I ed on the beach. Gun crews serv­ 
ing these weapons lived, ate and 
slept, literally, by their guns. 
Underground 
trenches 
with 
wulls and roofs boarded and cov­ 
ered with tundra radiated from 
the guns in many direction*. One 
' tang* ut 
led 
to 
a 
ammunition 
storeroom, another to quarters for 
living, another to a machine gun 
emplacement. 
Entrances to some of these un­ 
derground shelters were so cun- 
y nlnglv concealed they tv ren’t ap­ 
parent at 2 5 feet. 
When American soldiers moved 
onto the beach on the west arm 
of Holtz Bay from Attu ridge they 
found 
ammunition 
everywhere. 
Every gun position was supplied 
ft with numerous oast"- stacked (dost 
to

Trenches led to 
dumps 
containing 
hundreds of 
cases, with each case containing 
approximately 1000 rounds. 
Hand grenades w’ere scattered 
. everywhere, some dropped by the 
• Japanese in their 
hasty 
retreat 
from the area, others set out as 
booby 
traps 
for 
the 
unwary. 
Dumps were piled high with hun­ 
dreds 
of cases, and deep revet­ 
ments led to small caches of all 
q types of ammunition. 
Two Iii ll warehouses were found 
burning. Two others, at least 125 
feet long, were piled high with 
lice 
in 
rubberized sacks, each 
containing 50 pounds of the favor- 
iie food of the Japanese, plus a 
# few f ins of salmon. 
Two warehouses contained new 
weapons, the Japanese .25-ealiber 
rifles 
and both light and heavy 
machine guns. All were in their 
original packing boxes and cover­ 
ed with protective grease.

Jo nes hospital in Battle Creek. 
In combatting the disease, Dr.
